Since this is our first column 


of the New Year, .we think it fit- 
ting to describe Ihe birthstone 
for this first month of the year— 
the beautiful Garnet. 


Most people think the garnet 


to be a muddy red stone, some- 
thing like the ruby, only much 
duller. In reality, the garnet 
may occur in many colors. 
These various colored g e m's 
have been given distinguishing 
names, but they are all Gar- 
nets. The Demantoid, an emer- 
ald green stone, has Uie brilli- 
ance of the Diamond; whereas 
the Grossularite, another green 
stone, approaches the beauty of 
fine Jade. 


The orange, honey yellow, and 


brilliant red garnets are called 
Hessonites—the finest coming 
from Ceylon, the jewel box of 
the world. 


One of the rarest of this gar-( 


net group is the Rhodolite found 
in North Carolina and so na^ed 
because its color is like that of 
certain roses and rhododen- 
drons. 


Finally, the dark red garnets 


are called Pyrope and Almand- 
ite. The Pyrope is the familiar 
gem of much antique jc\selry 
and is commonly called the Bo- 
hemian Garnet. 


The name garnet comes from

ance committee. 


In a letter to Sens. George 


(D.Ga) and-Millikin (R^Colo) and 
Reps. Cooper (D.Tenn) and-Reed 
(R.NY), the President reminded 
them:

^MEDICAL METHODS being used to- 


day have definitely, prevented 
kidney 


stqnes in people who have suffered from 
them repeatedly. 


Many a sufferer knows all too well 


how kidney stones can plague a person. 
Once bothered with this condition, he 
has a tendency for recurring attacks. 


The person with kidney stones usually 


has symptoms of kidney colic, warning 
him that a stone is present. He may de- 
velop a severe cramp-like pain so ex- 
cruciating that hc screams for relief. 
Strong doses of narcotics arc 'usually 
needed to dull thc pain., 


Sometimes stones get iodged in the 


ureter, the tube leading from the kidney 
to the bladder. If this happens, 
the 


urine flo%v is stopped and the kidney may 
become useless in time. 


Kidney stones can^also form silently 


in the kidney itself, causing damage and 
disturbance to the entire kidney.

period of ycars, physicians have 
sought ways to prevent their formi 


Many kidney stones are made cf the 


phosphate compounds. It is-found that 
these stones can be very effectivcJy eon- 
"trolled by giving large daily doses o£ 
aluminum hydroxide gels. These forms 
of medicine havc a consistency of a jelly. 
Thc patients are also put on a diet sup- 
plying small amounts of phosphorus and 
calcium daily.

Ponder on Jesus' words in re- 
, buking-those^who ^ criticized His 


disciples." Scribes and "Pharisees 
came to Jesus, sent from Jerusa- 
lem, 
saying. "Why do Thy disci- 


ples transgress the tradition of 
the elders? for they wash not 
their hands when they 
eat 


bread." • 


The Phansees were the most 


legally minded Jews of the times. 
They were very orthodox and 
strict in their .obedience'to the 
laws of the temple, and merciless 
"•to those who were not so strict. 
They kept themselves away from 
the Gentiles, and enforced the 
most minute details of the tradi- 
tions that had grown up around 
the holy teachings. 


The scnbes were esteemed for 


Interpreting the will of God. 
These two groups did not criticize 
Christ, but His disciples. Ortho- 
dox Jews were supposed to wash 
their hands after coming out of 
the market, for instance, walking 
down a street, or possibly, brush- 
ing against a Gentile. It was not 
a matter of personal cleanliness, 
such as washing before eating 
when one comes home from work, 
etc. Jesus' answer to these critics 
was: "Why do ye also transgress 
the commandment of God by your 
traditions?" 


He pointed out that God com- 


manded that they honor their, 
parents, 
but 
they 
often 
got 


around that duty by giving a gift 
which was dedicated to God, and 
could not be put to any secular 
use even for such an honorable 
purpose as, aiding needy parents. 


"Ye hypocrites," Christ said, 


"well did Isaiah the prophet say, 
This people draweth. nigh unto 
Me with their mouth, and honor- 
eth Me with their lips: but their 
heart is far from Me." 


The scnbes and Pharisees were 


silenced by the Lord's words. 


Jesus then told the multitudes 
that "Not that which goeth into 
the mouth defileth a man; but 
that which cometh' out of the 
mouth, defileth a man." 


The disciples asked'Him if he 


realized that the Pharisees were 
offended at His rebuke? Peter, 
ever the brash one, said, "Declare 
.unto us this parable." 


Jesus said, "Are ye also with- 


out understanding? Do ye not 
understand that whatsoever en- 
tereth in at the mouth goeth into 
the belly? But those things which 
proceed out of the mouth come 
forth from the heart; and they 
defile the1 man." 


* Out of -the heart Christ said, 
come, evil thoughts—of murder, 
blasphemies, .thefts,, etc. t "but, to 
eat with 'unwashen hands defileth 
not a man." 


"Then Jesus went thence, and

A' woman came to 
Him, a Cananite, and "cried out 
to Him, saying, Have mercy on 
me, O Lord, Thou Son of David:

Jesus did not answer her at 


once and the disciples cried, "Send 
her iway; for she crieth after 
us!" 


The woman came and wor- 


shipped Jesus, 
saying-, "Lord, 


help me?' 


She convinced Him that she 


was sincere in her faith, and He 
healed the girl, saying. "O wom-- 
an.'great is thy faith: be it unto 
thee even as thou wilt" 
' 


JesUs went then to the Sea of 


Galilee, and up into a mountain, 
one possibly overlooking- the sea, 
but He was not left to commune 
with His Father long, for the 
multitudes followed Him, bring- 
ing their sick and devil-possessed 
to Him for healing. 


Then "the multitude wondered, 


when they saw the dumb to 
speak, the maimed to be whole, 
the lame to walk, and the,blind 
to see: and they glorified the God 
of Israel."
